Ciudad del Vaticano (EFE) — El 
Papa Juan Pablo II se encuentra en estado 
muy grave, tras declarársele una infección 
urinaria, acompañada de un cuadro de 
fiebre muy alta, lo que ha elevado al 
máximo la tensión en el Vaticano. 

Fuentes de la Santa Sede señalaron 
que el Pontífice, de 84 años, ha 
reaccionado en un primer momento de 
forma favorable a la medicación con 
antibióticos, aunque su estado se sigue 
considerando muy grave. 

Diversas fuentes, que no han sido 
confirmadas de manera oficial, apuntan a 
que el Papa recibió la extremaunción. 

La preocupación por la evolución del 
anciano Pontífice, que se incrementó en 
las últimos días, se ha convertido en 
alarma después de que el portavoz de la 
Santa Sede, Joaquín Navarro Valls, 
reconociera que se había producido un 
empeoramiento de su estado. 

Navarro informó, a través de un 
comunicado, que el Papa había sufrido una 
afección “altamente febril” motivada por 
una infección de las vías urinarias y que 
se había iniciado una terapia con anti- 
bióticos. 

Este cuadro clínico, unido a la 
debilidad mostrada por Juan Pablo II en 
los últimos días, ha sido recibido como una 
noticia preocupante, pese a la alusión 
tranquilizadora de Navarro de que todas 
sus constantes estaban bajo control. 

Según el portavoz de la Santa Sede, 
el Pontífice está “estrictamente controlado 
por el equipo médico” que le atiende, que 
ha decidido que por el momento no sea 
trasladado al Policlínico Gemelli de Roma.

police and fire unions.

Washington (EFE) — La comisión presidencial que examinó 
los informes de armamento en Irak afirmó que el gobierno de 
EE.UU. estuvo “totalmente equivocado” en casi todas sus evalua- 
ciones sobre el arsenal iraquí en tiempos del presidente Sadam 
Husein. 

El informe gubernamental, presentado oficialmente en la Casa 
Blanca y filtrado horas antes a los medios de comunicación, asegura 
que EE.UU. también sabe poco ahora sobre los programas de arma- 
mento de otras naciones bajo sospecha del gobierno del Presidente 
George W. Bush, como Irán o Corea del Norte. 

En este contexto, la Comisión recomienda que haya cambios 
sustanciales en la operación de los servicios de espionaje 
estadounidenses. 

El Presidente Bush designó esa comisión hace un año para 
que estudiara porqué las agencias de espionaje y los servicios de 
inteligencia de EE.UU. informaron, erróneamente, de que el gobier- 
no de Sadam Husein poseía o estaba desarrollando armamento quí- 
mico, biológico y radiactivo. La comisión indica que los mismos 
fallos que ocurrieron en la evaluación del arsenal iraquí “siguen 
siendo comunes” en lo que se refiere a la evaluación de los 
programas de armamento de países como Irán y Corea del Norte.

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Información personal en red 
multiplica robo de identidad

San Francisco, EE.UU. 
(EFE) — La abundancia de infor- 
mación personal que existe en In- 
ternet hace que el robo de identi- 
dad sea hoy más preocupante que 
nunca, como prueban los asaltos 
a universidades y empresas en las 
últimas semanas. 

Alarmadas ante la ola de ro- 
bos de identidad, las autoridades 
estadounidenses pidieron esta se- 
mana a las instituciones bancarias 
que tomen medidas más estrictas 
para reducir estos fraudes. 

Se trata de que los bancos 
avisen al Gobierno y a sus clientes 
en cuanto sospechen que se han 
producido casos de robo de identi- 
dad, un delito que en todas sus mo- 
dalidades afecta al 12 por ciento 
de los estadounidenses y genera 
costes de más de 50.000 millones 
de dólares anuales, según la Comi- 
sión Federal de Comercio. 

Entre los afectados, no sólo se 
encuentran bancos sino también 
varias universidades de EE.UU. 
que han sido presa en los últimos 
días de ataques de este tipo. 

Aunque todavía no está claro 
qué es lo que buscaban, esta sema- 
na se supo que unos “hackers” o 
piratas informáticos se introduje- 
ron en el sistema informático de 
la Universidad Estatal de Califor- 
nia en Chico y consiguieron ac- 
ceso a datos personales de 59,000 
individuos.

nos y profesores, de que sus nom- 
bres y números de la Seguridad 
Social (el equivalente al carné de 
identidad en otros países) puede 
encontrarse en manos de piratas 
informáticos. 

Ante esta situación, no es de 
extrañar que los defensores de la 
privacidad y de los consumidores 
pidan leyes más estrictas y un es- 
crutinio mucho mayor a las com- 
pañías que compran, venden y 
almacenan información sobre los 
ciudadanos, que no se caracterizan 
precisamente por sus miramientos 
ante los derechos que éstos tienen. 

El problema es que los 
delincuentes pueden utilizar esta 
información para solicitar tarjetas 
de crédito bajo nombres falsos, o 
apropiarse de la identidad de estas 
personas para otros fines ilegales.

Los Ángeles (EFE) — Los candidatos a la 
alcaldía de Los Ángeles cuestionaron la 
habilidad del otro para liderar la segunda ciudad 
más grande de Estados Unidos y coincidieron 
que en caso de ser electos traerían progreso a la 
urbe. 

Durante el debate, el concejal Antonio 
Villaraigosa y el Alcalde James Hahn discutieron 
sobre diferentes temas, entre el que destacó el 
de las licencias de conducir para inmigrantes 
indocumentados.

“Este es un tema de seguridad pública, si 
una persona no tiene licencia, no puede comprar 
un seguro de auto, pero nada los detiene de 
manejar y eso afecta a todos los conductores del 
área”, aseveró Hahn, quien en el pasado firmó 
una carta de apoyo a la medida del senador estatal 
Gil Cedillo. 

De la misma manera, Villaraigosa dijo que 
las licencias son una necesidad para personas 
indocumentadas. “Es una necesidad muy im- 
portante que no debemos de olvidar”, declaró 
después del debate efectuado en la Universidad 
Estatal de California en Northridge. 

Los rivales políticos prometieron mejorar las 
condiciones de tráfico de Los Ángeles, aumentar 
el número de policías en las calles y la creación 
de programas para la comunidad. 

Cada uno tuvo la oportunidad de hacerle una 
pregunta a su contrincante, Hahn se concentró 
en cuestionar a Villaraigosa y lo acusó de enseñar 
dos caras ante los votantes de esta ciudad. 

“Para este trabajo necesitas honestidad y la 
gente no te tiene confianza”, le comentó Hahn 
al concejal. 

Villaraigosa examinó la investigación 


federal que se le sigue a la administración de 
Hahn y dijo que Los Ángeles no debe de elegir 
a alguien que pone en venta la ciudad. 

“La ciudad se merece a una persona que 
cumpla sus promesas y que se mantiene fuera 
de escándalos tan serios como el de mi 
contrincante”, dictaminó Villaraigosa. 

Para Sherry Bebitch Jeffe, analista política 
local, en este debate no hubo un ganador claro y 
dijo que ambos tendrán que ofrecer menos 
ataques y más soluciones para ganarse el apoyo 
de las personas que todavía no deciden su voto. 

“Villaraigosa y Hahn prometieron cosas, 
dijeron que cada uno de ellos era la persona 
indicada para liderar la ciudad, pero hubo pocos 
detalles de cómo harían realidad cada una de 
estas promesas”, destacó Jeffe. 

De la misma manera, ciudadanos que 
todavía no deciden sus votos como Elías Chacón 
dijeron seguir sin llegar a una conclusión sobre 
cuál de los candidatos recibirá su voto. 

“Hahn es el actual alcalde y tiene más 
sabiduría sobre la alcaldía, pero Villaraigosa 
llega con muchas ganas para hacer cosas 
positivas por la ciudad, creo que tomaré mi 
decisión cuando uno de ellos me enseñe que estas 
no son promesas vacías y que genuinamente está 
interesado en mejorar la ciudad”, sostuvo 
Chacón.

Given the serious shortages of 
linguists at the federal level, the FBI 
recently had to “borrow” 17 officers from 
the New York City Police Department. 
The NYPD has about 470 officers who 
can speak foreign languages including 
some indispensable ones such as Arabic, 
Urdu, Pashto, Farsi, Dari, and Punjabi. 

Because these languages are critical 
in fighting terrorism, the U.S. 
government has begun to push schools 
to teach them. Arabic, for example, has 
been designated a strategic language and 
some funds are being provided to schools 
across the country to introduce and 
expand its offerings. 

In some ways it’s working. Arabic 
Enrollments in American colleges and 
universities have increased 92% from 
1998 to 2002, according to the Modern 
Language Association. The actual figure 
of students studying Arabic has reached 
10,600. 

In spite of that, most American 
college and university students studying 
languages choose European languages. 
Spanish, French, German, and Italian 
account for about 98% of foreign 
language enrollments in U.S. post- 
secondary institutions. 

Most of those studying foreign 
languages take one or two semesters and 
never really develop proficiency in the 
language. 

Reaching some kind of professional 
competency in an “easy” language for 
Americans to learn, such as Spanish or 
French, takes about 500 hours of 
instructions. That is the equivalent of 
several semesters of college study. 

A “difficult” language, one with a 
different alphabet that has little or no 
connection to English, requires at least 
twice that long to reach the same level 
of fluency. 

Although the number of students 
learning languages has increased, 
proficiency requires a long time and 
language study should begin much earlier 
than the freshman year in college. 

The U.S. government provides funds 
to schools wishing to set up dual 
language programs, which teach school 
subjects in two languages from

kindergartner to high school. Yet again, 
the majority of these schools focus on 
English and Spanish although some of 
them include a “difficult” language such 
as Chinese or Korean. 

But the groundwork needs to occur 
at the local level since the federal 
government leaves education mostly in 
the hands of local districts. Thus unless 
the local School Board takes the 
initiative, kids will be denied the 
opportunity to grow up bilingual. 

Unfortunately, bilingualism is not 
very valued in the U.S. In the last ten 
years or so California, Arizona, and 
Massachusetts have virtually eliminated 
their bilingual education programs. It.s 
the kids of immigrants who have the best 
chance of becoming bilingual. The 
elimination of bilingual programs is 
therefore a serious setback. 

The linguistic gifts brought in by 
these kids and their parents are shunned 
in favor of English only programs. Their 
linguistic abilities are perceived as a 
cancer to be cured and a danger to the 
glue that binds the country together. 

That is a myopic view of the world. 
It’s not only shortsighted but it also 
devalues the humanity of immigrants and 
their contributions. It says to them that 
to become Americans you have to forget 
your native language. 

Never mind that your native 
language could help the country become 
safer. Using the linguistic resources of 
immigrants helped the U.S. win World 
War II. Italian and Japanese Americans 
helped the U.S. military with their 
linguistic abilities, saving many lives and 
reducing the length of the war. Even 
Navajo, a Native American language, 
was used by U.S. military personnel. 
Because of its complexities, the Japanese 
could not break the Navajo code used by 
the U.S. military. 

This lack of appreciation of foreign 
languages is dangerous because the 
terrorists we are trying to fight use 
languages we don’t understand. They, on 
the other hand, understand our language. 
We are at a significant disadvantage 
because of our love affair with 
monolingualism. 

Americans need to stop burying their 
heads in the “English-only sand.” We 
need more Americans to learn languages, 
which will enable us to understand and 
get along with the rest of the world.

Washington (EFE) — El 
presidente de EE.UU., George 
W. Bush, expresó sus condo- 
lencias por la muerte de Terri 
Schiavo y dijo que “miles de 
estadounidenses están tristes” 
por el fallecimiento de la mujer, 
objeto de una agria batalla 
judicial y política. 

Bush reiteró su posición “a 
favor de la vida” en un breve 
comentario realizado en la Casa 
Blanca con motivo de la presen- 
tación del informe de la Comi- 
sión sobre los errores de inteli- 
gencia cometidos en Irak. 

La estadounidense Terri 
Schiavo, de 41 años, falleció el 
pasado 31 de marzo en un centro 
médico en Pinellas Park (Flori- 
da), tras 15 años en estado vege- 
tativo y 14 días de agonía. 

Terri fue desconectada de la 
sonda que la mantenía con vida 
el 18 de marzo, como consecuen- 
cia de una orden judicial que fue 
mantenida en tribunales de 
distintas instancias e incluso el 
Tribunal Supremo. 

Su caso ha conmovido a 
EE.UU. y ha enfrentado a parti- 
darios y detractores de la euta- 
nasia porque ha expuesto con 


toda crudeza la dificultad de to- 
mar una decisión en casos de este 
tipo. 

El presidente Bush tomó 
partido al firmar en la madrugada 
del pasado lunes 21 de marzo una 
ley auspiciada por los grupos 
conservadores del Congreso que 
permitió a la familia de Terri ape- 
lar la decisión de desconectar el 
tubo en las cortes federales. 

Bush dijo en aquel momento 
que “los que viven a merced de 
otros merecen nuestra especial 
preocupación”.

Yuma, Arizona (EFE) — 
A pesar de que han pasado más 
de cuatro décadas del inicio del 
movimiento liderado por el 
activista César Chávez a favor 
de los derechos de los traba- 
jadores agrícolas, estos con- 
tinúan siendo marginados y 
explotados en los campos. 

El 31 de marzo cumple 78 
años del nacimiento de Chávez, 
defensor de los derechos labo- 
rales de los campesinos y a 
quien se le reconoce por haber 
organizado a los trabajadores 
del campo durante la década de 
los 60. 

Sin embargo, para Ema 
Torres, directora de la asocia- 
ción Campesinos Sin Fronteras, 
pocas cosas han cambiado para 
estos trabajadores desde que 
Chávez fundó la primera 
Asociación Nacional de Traba- 
jadores Agrícolas en 1962, que 
posteriormente se conocería 
como Sindicato de Trabaja- 
dores del Campo (UFWA). 

Torres, quien tuvo la opor- 
tunidad de conocer y de luchar 
al lado del activista México- 
americano, indicó que la co- 
munidad agrícola en Yuma, 
cambia constantemente debido 
al flujo migratorio. 

“Todos los días estamos 
recibiendo nuevos inmigrantes, 
que cruzan la frontera para 
ofrecer una vida mejor a sus fa- 
milias en México”, dijo Torres. 

La clase baja generalmente 
la integran los recién llegados, 
algunos indocumentados, que 
se tienen que emplear con 
contratistas sin beneficios y a 
duras penas ganan el salario 
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mínimo. 

Yuma, ciudad que vio 
nacer a Chávez, es considerada 
la capital mundial de la pro- 
ducción de lechuga durante los 
meses de invierno. 

“César lo único que quería 
era un trato de igualdad para los 
trabajadores agrícolas, que se 
les pagara el salario mínimo, 
que tuvieron acceso a un cuida- 
do médico de calidad”, afirmó. 
“Pero en vez de mejorar, estos 
años hemos retrocedido”. 

Un promedio de 46,000 
trabajadores agrícolas se de- 
sempeñan en los campos de 
Yuma, donde además de cose- 
char lechuga, se produce algo- 
dón, rábanos y otros vegetales. 

Los campos agrícolas en 
esta región recientemente han 
sido blanco de una serie de 
operativos por parte de la Pa- 
trulla Fronteriza, que ha puesto 
en marcha retenes para detener 
a los trabajadores indocu- 
mentados. 

Los dueños de rancherías 
protestaron fuertemente los 
operativos de la Patrulla Fron- 
teriza, ya que muchos perdieron 
gran parte de sus cosechas por 
la falta de mano de obra. 

Asimismo, los trabajadores 
agrícolas tienen un mayor 
índice de sufrir enfermedades 
de los pulmones como la tuber- 
culosis, además de infecciones 
y dolencias estomacales. 

El 31 de marzo se celebra 
una misa en su honor en Yuma.

March budget message are 
more than 60 recommend- 
ations for how the budget 
process should proceed. Gon- 
zales is calling for the elimi- 
nation of overlapping ser- 
vices, fee increases to make 
certain programs self-suffi- 
cient, and the preservation of 
community services and 
public safety. 

The mayor is proposing 
that the balance of the city’s 
$10 million Economic Uncer- 
tainty Reserve be used to help 
prevent some cuts in service 
and layoffs. 

The mayor is also recom- 
mending that all San Jose 
branch libraries be open on 
Sundays. The plan is to keep 
the branches open on Sun- 
days, “in exchange for cuts 
expected to reduce weekday 
hours.” 

Why is the City of San 
Jose facing such a substantial 
budget deficit? According to 
the mayor’s press release, 
higher pension systems costs 
and an 11% increase in 
employee benefit/health ins- 
urance costs are to blame. In 
addition, the mayor’s office 
cites the State of California’s 
budget problem as a sig- 
nificant contributing factor. 

“The state budget can 
adversely affect local govern- 
ments in many unforeseeable 
ways, and the state is still 
taking local resources from 
our communities.” 

The mayor calls upon city 
staff, the members of the city 
council, and the community at 
large, to offer “strategies, and 
proposals that will help 
achieve priority goals,” and 
balance next year’s budget.

“Y esto también afectará a 
los que ya están jubilados.

En ese centro hospitalario 
católico de la capital italiana 
ingresó el Papa hace ahora dos 
meses aquejado de una grave 
crisis respiratoria, que ha ido 
minando su ya de por si delica- 
do estado de salud. 

La noticia del empeora- 
miento en el estado de salud del 
Papa ha movilizado a grupos 
de católicos que han optado por 
acercarse hasta las inmediacio- 
nes de la Plaza de San Pedro 
para rezar por su salud. La Po- 
licia italiana ha cerrado la zona 
al tráfico. 

Todas las miradas de los 
fieles se dirigen a las ventanas 
de sus aposentos, vigiladas por 
decenas de cámaras de tele- 
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visión de todo el mundo y que 
esta noche permanecen con las 
luces encendidas. 

Juan Pablo I guardó repo- 
so durante toda la jornada, des- 
pués de que compareciera bre- 
vemente ante los fieles en la 
Plaza de San Pedro, donde sa- 
ludó y bendijo durante varios 
minutos, aunque no consiguió 
hablar. 

Tras su última aparición 
pública se informó de que se 
le había colocado una sonda 
nasogástrica para alimentarle y 
tratar de acelerar su recupera- 
ción, después de la traqueoto- 
mía a la que fue sometido el pa- 
sado 24 de febrero. 

Aquella intervención afec- 
tó a su capacidad para deglutir 
los alimentos, algo a lo que se 
suman las dificultades que le
